All prices and stock are subject to change with- 
out notice. 

Payments—Cash or C.0.D., excepting parties hav- 
ing established credit with us. Then it is mutually 
understood that upon completion of planting or de- 
livery, accounts as billed are due and payable within 
15 days. 

Planting and Landscape Service— (Locally) —All 
prices listed in this catalogue, with the exception 
of medium and large shade trees, do not include 
planting. (See notes under each division of plant 
groupings). However, we do deliver one or more 
items, on any established route, as our trucks go 
that way. We will plant any item in this cata- 
logue for approximately 25% extra added to the 
cost of the plant. This planting service varies in 
individual instances, but our policy is to plant at 
slightly more than cost. Hence the larger the 
quantity to be planted the smaller the cost in pro- 
portion, on some plantings no charge at all. When 
feasible and pursuant to obtaining plants, we offer 
a landscape service free of charge. This includes 
suggestions or drawings of arrangements of plant 
materials in keeping with proper landscape values 
and as described by the client. In regard to other 
types of landscape work such as pruning, seeding 
or sodding, grading—construction, moving plants, 
maintenance, etc., call us for prices or appointments. 
Where extensive landscape plans or work are de- 
sired, proportional fees are charged. This is true 
also on plants selected and tagged in our fields. 

Shipping to close or adjoining states——We will 
ship to parties who have established themselves 
with us at regular terms, but to those parties who 
order from us the first ‘time we require one half 
(%4) cash, balance C.0.D. Shipping charges are 
paid by the purchaser. Instruct as to shipments.
